DIRECTORS’  REPORT  FOR  1934. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Report  for  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1934,  we  earnestly  direct  the  attention  of  all  Subscribers 
and  friends  of  the  Hospital  to  the  very  serious  financial  position. 
The  increased  accommodation  and  extension  of  services,  effected 
in  1933,  and  referred  to  in  our  last  Report,  have  necessitated  a 
greatly  increased  annual  expenditure,  and,  while  we  express 
gratification  that  a  greater  number  of  patients  have 
benefited  by  the  Hospital’s  services,  we  cannot  too  strongly 
emphasize  the  absolute  necessity  for  increased  income  and 
support  if  these  services  are  to  be  maintained. 


We  deeply  regret  to.  record  that  during  the  year  the 
Hospital  has  sustained  severe  losses  by  the  deaths  of  the  Right 
Honourable  Courtenay  Charles  Evan  Viscount  Tredegar,  Mr. 
Felix  Budd,  Mr.  W.  Lyndon  Moore,  Mr.  W.  T.  Duke  Williams, 
Mr.  S.  Hunter  and  our  Secretary-Superintendent,  Mr.  J.  K 
Millward. 

The  Right  Honourable  Viscount  Tredeg-ar  was  President 
for  twenty-one  years.  Whenever  possible,  he  attended  the 
meetings,  and  always  took  a  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Hospital  and  its  patients.  We  recall  with  deep  gratitude 
his  generous  gift  of  “The  Friars”  mansion  .for  a  Convalescent 
Home  for  women  patients,  with  the  lands,  about  14  acres, 
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imm^pately  adjoining  the  site  of  the  Hospital,  and  his  liberal 
response  to  appeals  made  to  him  for  assistance.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  only  a  short  time  before  his  death  he  promised 
personally  to  launch  an  appeal  for  funds.  His  splendid 
generosity  and  unfailing  co-operation  gave  much  encouragement 
to  those  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Right  Honourable  Evan  Frederic  Viscount  Tredegar 
has  kindly  acceded  to  the  Directors’  invitation  to  allow  his  name 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Subscribers  for  election  as  President,  and 
the  Directors  have  no  doubt  that  the  Subscribers  will 
enthusiastically  elect  His  Lordship  to  the  position  continuously 
held  by  the  Head  of  the  House  of  Tredegar  since  the  Institution 
was  founded  96  years  ago. 

Mr.  Felix  Budd  became  a  Life  Vice-President  in  1917. 
He  was  a  good  friend  to  the  Hospital,  and  was  ever  ready  to 
support  it  in  any  way  he  could. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Lyndon  Moore  was  one  of  the 
Subscribers’  representatives  on  the  Board,  and,  by  virtue  of  the 
generosity  of  himself  and  Mrs.  Moore,  was  made  a  Life  Vice- 
President  in  1924.  Until  recent  years  he  regularly  attended  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  and  the  various  Committees  of  which  he 
was  a  member,  where  his  wide  experience  and  ability  proved  of 
great  assistance. 

Mr.  Duke  Williams  was  Honorary  Treasurer  from  1912 
until  1926,  and  was  also  an  elected  member  of  the  Board.  He 
gave  loyal  service,  especially  to  the  Finance  Committee,  where 
his  keen  judgment  and  wide  knowledge  of  finance  was  most 
helpful. 

Mr.  S.  Hunter  had  been  for  many  years  one  of  the  Work¬ 
men’s  Hospital  Fund  representatives  on  the  Board,  later 
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becoming  Chairman  of  the  Machinery  Committee.  ^  i  this 
capacity  he  rendered  very  valuable  assistance,  and  his  advice  and 
help  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Millward  died  on  the  26th  August,  1934. 
During  the  27  years  of  his  service,  the  Hospital  had 
trebled  its  work  and  had  greatly  increased  its  accom¬ 
modation,  in  which  progress,  Mr.  Millward,  as  the  Hospital’s 
Chief  Officer,  had  taken  a  leading  part.  We  wish  to  place  on 
record  our  appreciation  of  the  ability,  tact  and  courtesy  with 
which  he  greatly  assisted  in  promoting  the  efficiency  of  the 
Hospital,  and  in  maintaining  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  many 
persons  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Institution. 

The  Directors  have  appointed  Mr.  S.  C.  Hill  to  the 
position  of  Secretary-Superintendent.  Mr.  Hill  has  had  13 
years’  Hospital  experience  as  Assistant  Secretary  and  Secretary 
at  Ilford,  Battersea  and  Leeds.  He  has  youth,  energy  and 
experience,  and  takes  a  deep  interest  in  Hospital  work,  and  the 
Directors  are  already  confident,  from  their  experience  of  his 
work,  that  he  will  be  able  to  help  them  greatly  to  keep  the 
Hospital  abreast  of  the  ever-increasing  extensions  and  improve¬ 
ments  in  Hospital  services,  consequent  upon  the  rapidly  changing 
conditions  in  our  social  life  and  the  advances  in  medical  and 
surgical  science. 

Congratulations  have  been  tendered  to  Alderman  George 
Gibbs  and  Alderman  A.  E.  Meredith  on  being  elected  Aldermen 
for  the  County  of  Monmouth,  and  also  to  Alderman  Meredith  on 
his  election  to  the  Chairmanship  of  Monmouth  County  Council.

FINANCES. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  amounted  to  ^24,503  8s.  lid. 
compared  to  ^23,618  14s.  lid.  for  1933. 

We  acknowledge  with  deep  gratitude  the  contribution 
of  ^12,600  from  the  Workmen’s  Hospital  Fund,  being 

an  increase  of  ^1,000  on  the  previous  year,  and  heartily 

congratulate  the  organizers  upon  the  excellent  result 
achieved  during  a  very  difficult  year.  We  know  their 
enthusiasm  and  zeal  for  the  well-being  of  the  Institution,  and 
we  look  forward  with  every  confidence  to  the  continuance  of 
their  generous  help. 

The  annual  Fete  and  Carnival  continues  to  be  a  popular 
event,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  proceeds  show  a  slight 

increase  over  1933.  We  express  our  very  grateful  thanks  to  the 

numerous  workers  who  so  willingly  give  of  their  time  and 
labour  in  the  interests  of  the  Hospital. 

The  collections  in  Places  of  Worship  continue  to  be  a  very 
valuable  item  of  income,  and,  although  the  amount  was  slightly 
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belo^^that  received  in  1933,  it  is  hoped  that  with  a  return  of 
prosperity  to  the  Town  and  County  increased  support  will  be 

forthcoming. 

The  proceeds  from  the  Hospital  Balls,  the  annual  Rose 
Show,  and  contributions  from  Shipping,  continue  to  be  most 
welcome  and  useful  sources  of  income. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  financial  support  received 
from  local  Rugby  and  Association  Football  Clubs,  and  other 
Sports  Clubs,  and  we  are  indebted  to  r.he  many  friends  of  the 
Hospital  who  have  so  kindly  organized  entertainments  and 
dances  to  assist  the  funds. 

Expenditure  during  the  year  amounted  to  £31,696  16s.  2d. 
of  which  £31,299  18s.  lid.  was  on  account  of  ordinary  mainten¬ 
ance  services,  including  upkeep  of  “The  Friars,”  as  compared 
to  £26,738  3s.  9d.  for  1933.  This  very  large  increase  in  the 
expenditure  is  on  account  of  the  extensions  opened  in  1933,  and, 
despite  the  exercise  of  most  rigid  economy  during  the  year, 
expenditure  exceeded  income  by  the  large  sum  of  nearly  £7,200. 
The  Directors  view  the  position  with  the  gravest  concern ;  a 
greatly  increased  income  must  be  found  if  the  Hospital  is  to 
maintain  its  full  services  to  the  community,  and  we  appeal  to  all 
friends  and  supporters  and  those  who  have  the  interest  of  their 
fellow-citizens  at  heart,  to  give  continued  and  increased  help  so 
that  this  essential  work  may  be  carried  on  unimpeded  by  lack 
of  funds.

FOR  NURSES. 

There  were  at  the  close  of  1933  sixty-six  Probationer 
Nurses  undergoing  training.  During  the  year,  fifteen  completed 
the  three  years’  course;  of  these,  four  have  been  accepted  for  a 

fourth  year,  and  one  was  appointed  Casualty  Staff  Nurse.  Ten 
left.  Four  nurses  completed  their  fourth  year  and  left. 

Applications  for  training  numbered  165 ;  of  these  28 
entered,  23  of  whom  signed  on  for  training. 

In  the  State  examinations  fifteen  candidates  were  entered 
and  passed  the  Preliminary,  and  in  the  Final  seventeen  passed 
out  of  a  total  of  eighteen  who  were  entered.

In  April,  1935,  an  Appeal  for  £100,000  was  launched  to 
wipe  off  the  large  deficit  of  £65,000  and  to  provide  funds  for 
the  urgent  extensions  which  are  required. 
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We  would  remind  Subscribers  that,  by  the  recent 
extensions,  the  Hospital  accommodation  has  been  increased  by 
50  beds,  24  for  females  and  26  for  children,  thereby  enabling  the 
Directors  to  establish  a  Gynaecological  Department  in  the 
women’s  section,  and  an  Observation  and  Isolation  Side  Ward 
in  the  Children’s  Block.  Although  much  has  been  accomplished, 
still  greater  improvements  and  extensions  must  be  carried  out; 
the  Radiological  Department  is  continually  increasing  its  services 
and  is  an  absolutely  essential  department  of  the  Hospital.  All 
these  additional  services  have  involved  a  very  heavy  charge  on 
income. 

We  have  under  consideration  the  establishment  of  an 
Orthopaedic  Department,  and  intend  as  soon  as  funds  will  make 
it  possible,  to  establish  such  a  Department  in  the  Hospital. 

With  your  generous  help  this  work  can  be  accomplished. 

Sir  John  Beynon  has  again  very  kindly  consented  to  act 
as  Chairman  of  the  Appeals  Committee,  and  we  earnestly  and 
sincerely  hope  that  the  unfailing  generosity  of  the  people  of 
Newport  and  Monmouthshire  in  the  support  of  this  Hospital  will 
once  more  be  forthcoming,  so  that  the  Hospital  may  be  re¬ 
established  on  a  firm  financial  basis  and  enabled  to  continue  its 
healing  services  to  the  thousands  of  sick  poor  who  come  to  us 
for  treatment. 

His  Majesty  the  King  has  most  graciously  shown  his 
interest  in  the  Hospital  by  allowing  a  Ward  to  be  named  the 
“Silver  Jubilee’’  Ward  in  commemoration  of  this  year’s  historic 
celebrations.  It  would  be  a  wonderful  tribute  from  the  Town 
and  County  if  the  Appeal  could  be  brought  to  a  satisfactory 
conclusion  during  this  Jubilee  Year. 


We  therefore  earnestly  beg  all  friends  and  supporters  to 
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come  to  our  aid,  and  to  send  a  generous  contribution  to  the 
Appeal  Fund.

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Appeal  for  £100,000 


After  nearly  100  years  of  service  to  the  sick  poor  of 
Newport  and  Monmouthshire,  the  Hospital  is  in  very  desperate 
financial  straits.  The  industrial  depression  which  has  faced  the 
Town  and  County  for  so  many  years  has  seriously  affected  the 
Hospital’s  finances,  and  there  is  a  most  urgent  and  pressing  need 
for  funds  if  the  Hospital  is  to  continue  its  work. 


FIFTEEN  YEARS  AGO  (on  April  10th,  1920),  a  public 
meeting — presided  over  by  Lord  Treowen,  was  held  at  the  Town 
Hall,  Newport,  and  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted : — 

“That,  having  regard  to  the  good  work  done  at  the 
Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  and  to  the  urgent  need  for  extended 
facilities  for  continuing  and  enlarging  such  work  .  .  .  steps  be 
taken  forthwith  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for  providing  the 
extra  accommodation  now  so  urgently  needed.” 

With  Sir  John  Beynon  as  Chairman,  a  Committee  was 
formed,  and  set  out  with  courage  and  hope  to  raise  the  sum  of 
^200,000 — the  estimated  cost  of  a  scheme  to  bring  the  Hospital 
up-to-date,  and  to  remedy  the  urgent  need  for  additional  Hospital 
beds.  There  was  a  ready  and  gratifying  response  to  the  Appeal, 
and  work  on  a  new  Out-Patient  Department  (the  first  part  of  the 
complete  scheme)  was  soon  in  progress. 

But  in  the  face  of  the  continued  severe  industrial 
depression,  the  raising  of  this  large  sum  proved  too  big  a  fence 
to  be  taken  at  the  first  attempt,  and  with  the  completion  of  the 
^70,000  Out-Patient  Department,  Laundry  and  Boiler  House, 
the  Committee  was  compelled  to  relax  its  efforts  for  the  time 
being. 
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By  1930,  however,  conditions  had  greatly  improved — for 
several  years  income  had  exceeded  expenditure  by  a  comfortable 
margin,  and  there  was  a  sum  of  ^17,000  in  the  Building  Fund. 
There  was  at  this  time  a  Waiting  List  of  about  400  patients,  and 
the  Directors  felt  bound,  in  discharge  of  the  Hospital’s  obligation 
to  Monmouthshire,  to  proceed  with  a  scheme  for  providing 
additional  accommodation  for  children  (now  an  imperative 
necessity)  and  a  new  Hostel  for  the  Nursing  Staff — the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  inadequate  conditions  of  the  existing  Nurses’ 
accommodation  being  a  necessity  no  less  acute  if  proper  efficiency 
was  to  be  maintained. 


With  this  sum  in  hand,  therefore,  work  on  the  new 
buildings  was  commenced  ;  and  then  began  an  alarming  and  rapid 
decline  in  the  ordinary  income  for  maintenance.  Instead  of  the 
previous  annual  surplus  there  w?as  a  deficit  of  some  thousands  of 
pounds,  and  liabilities  to  the  extent  of  over  ^65,000  had  been 
necessarily  incurred. 

The  Directors,  taking  their  courage  in  both  hands, 
decided  that  work  on  the  new  buildings  should  proceed,  and  a 
Bank  loan  was  arranged  to  cover  the  balance  of  the  cost. 

The  late  Lord  Tredegar,  who  had,  from  the  first,  closely 
associated  himself  with  the  scheme,  opened  the  new  Hostel  and 
Children’s  Ward  Unit — undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
country — on  October  5th,  1933. 


The  Directors  feel  they  can  no  longer  delay  in  placing 
the  very  urgent  needs  of  the  Hospital  before  the  public ;  essential 
improvements  in  accommodation  and  equipment — now  over-long 
delayed  through  lack  of  funds — must  be  carried  out  if  the 
Hospital’s  service  to  the  Town  and  County  is  to  be  maintained. 
The  Directors,  therefore,  appeal  for  the  sum  of  £100,000  to 
provide  the  following  immediate  needs  : — 

1.  BANK  OVERDRAFT  AND  CENERAL  DEBT.— 

To  allow  the  progress  of  the  Hospital  to  go  forward,  and 
to  relieve  the  Directors  of  the  mill-stone  of  large  annual 
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interest  charges,  the  sum  of  ^65,000  is  required  to^wipe 
out  the  existing  Bank  overdraft,  which  has  accumulated  through 
the  recent  extensions,  and  through  the  annual  deficit  over  the 
past  few  years  on  the  maintenance  account. 

2.  NEW  KITCHEN  EQUIPMENT  (including  altera¬ 
tions  to  existing  accommodation) . — There  have  been  no 
additions  or  improvements  in  this  Department  since  1900,  when 
the  Hospital  was  erected,  and  the  present  accommodation  and 
equipment  is  totally  inadequate  to  cope  with  the  increased  work. 

3.  PAY-BEDS  DEPARTMENT.— To  bring  the 
Hospital  in  line  with  modern  conditions,  it  is  proposed  to  provide 
a  number  of  beds  for  paying  patients.  It  has  always  been  an 
anomaly  that  the  advantages  to  be  found  only  in  a  modern 
General  Hospital  should  be  restricted,  more  or  less,  to  one  class. 
For  some  years  there  has  been  a  widespread  and  growing- 
agitation  for  Hospital  accommodation  for  patients  of  moderate 
means,  and  accommodation  for  this  class  has  already  been 
provided  in  most  of  the  London  Hospitals,  and  in  over  three 
hundred  Provincial  Hospitals.  From  the  experience  of  other 
Hospitals,  it  is  believed  that  this  Department  will  not  only  be 
self-supporting,  but  will  provide  a  surplus  to  help  towards  general 
maintenance. 

Many  of  these  paying  patients  will  be  drawn  from  those 
who  are  at  present  treated  in  the  ordinary  Wards,  thereby  giving 
increased  accommodation  for  general  Hospital  cases.  There  is, 
at  the  present  time,  a  Waiting  List  of  nearly  400  patients,  and 
the  very  obvious  need  for  increased  accommodation  does  not  need 
to  be  enlarged  upon. 

4.  ISOLATION  WARD. — At  the  present  time  there 
are  no  facilities  in  the  Adult  Wards  for  isolation  of  infectious 
cases.  If  proper  efficiency  is  to  be  maintained,  the  provision 
of  an  Isolation  Ward — the  need  for  which  has  been  felt  acutely 
for  some  years — is  an  immediate  necessity. 
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Q  The  Directors  would  be  lacking  in  their  duty  if  they  did 
not  enlighten  the  public  as  to  what  is  required,  and  they  con¬ 
fidently  believe  that,  if  the  extent  of  the  Hospital’s  needs  is 
properly  understood,  there  will  be  no  lack  of  response  from  people 
of  goodwill  who  still  fee!  that  the  care  of  the  sick  and  suffering 
is  one  of  the  first  obligations  of  good  citizenship. 

His  Majesty  has  most  graciously  given  permission  for 
one  of  the  Wards  in  the  Hospital  to  be  named  “The  Silver  Jubilee 
Ward.”  It  is  proposed  that  the  names  of  all  donors  to  the  Appeal 
during  this  historic  Jubilee  Year  shall  be  inscribed  in  a  volume 
which  will  be  retained  for  all  time  in  the  Jubilee  Ward.

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FORTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Executive  Committee  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  contributors  the  Report  and  Statement  of  Income  and 
Expenditure  for  the  year  1934. 

1934  undoubtedly  has  shown  a  marked  increase  over 
1933.  _£12,600  has  been  handed  over  to  the  Hospital  and  we  have 

further  increased  our  Bank  Balance  by  ^232  6s.  6d. 

The  increase  is  due  to  slightly  better  trade,  Propaganda 
work,  and  the  wonderful  support  of  the  Area  Committees.  It 
is  hoped  that  during  1935  Committees  will  be  set  up  throughout 
the  Town  and  County.  We  now  have  Committees  at  Usk, 
Caerleon,  Blackwood,  Abercarn,  Bedwas  and  Trethomas,  Machen, 
Risca  and  Pontymister  and  Cross  Keys.  The  Income  from  these 
Committees  for  1934  was  ^291  14s.  3d. 

In  addition  several  members  have  between  10  and  120 
individual  contributors  paying  to  them. 

During  the  year  nearly  100  new  firms  have  started  to 
contribute. 

Individual  Section.  This  section  still  grows.  1934 
shows  an  increase  of  £83  15s.  3d.  over  1933.  We  hope  that  1935 
will  show  a  still  further  increase. 

While  the  Fund  has  done  so  well  financially  We  are 
sorry  to  report  that  we  have  suffered  greatly  in  the  loss  of 
valuable  workers. 

It  is  with  very  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the 
passing  away  of  Mr.  Sam  Jones,  who  had  been  the  Secretary  to 
the  Fund  for  many  years.  Through  his  untiring  efforts  the  Fund 
and  the  Fete  had  been  established  on  a  sound  basis  and  we  would 
like  to  place  on  record  the  Fund’s  appreciation  and  respect  lor 
the  services  he  so  ably  rendered 

The  Hospital  also  has  suffered.  During  the  year  Mr. 
Millward,  the  Secretary-Superintendent,  passed  away.  Mr. 
Millward  had  held  his  position  at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  for 
about  27  years. 
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We  also  have  to  record  the  passing'  away  of  the  follow¬ 
ing:  Messrs.  F.  Jewkes,  S.  Hunter  and  W.  T.  Duke  Williams. 
All  of  them  have  given  valuable  support  to  the  Fund  and  the 
Hospital.

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INSTRUCTIONS. 


'Y  HE  observance  of  the  following’  Rules  and  Regulations 
will  greatly  assist  the  work  of  the  Hospital : — 

1.  No  Patient  should  be  sent  into  Hospital  without 
an  In-Patient  Note,  except  in  cases  of  urgency  where 
any  delay  occasioned  in  an  effort  to  obtain  a  Note  might 
be  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  Patient.  The  Note 
of  Recommendation,  however,  must  follow  immediately. 

2.  Whenever  a  case  has  been  treated  previously 
by  a  Medical  Practitioner,  a  short  history  of  the  case 
is  likely  to  be  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  Patient  and 
should  be  forwarded. 

3.  Acute  cases  for  operation  should  be  sent  as 
early  in  the  day  as  possible. 

4.  All  persons  requiring  treatment  must  be  seen  in 
the  first  place  by  one  of  the  Assistant  Physicians  or 
Surgeons  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  the  House 
Surgeon  should  be  communicated  with  direct  only  when 
i  case  of  urgency  is  being  sent  to  the  Hospital.
